A Tremendous Crowd Pays Trib­ 
ute to Our Boys Who Will 
Leave Early This 
Morning. 


Not in the history 
of 
public 
events in Sedalia has there assem ­ 
bled as large a crowd in such a 
short period of time as that at Lib­ 
erty park Saturday night, to pay 
tribute and say farewell 
to 
the 
members of company D, Sixth Reg­ 
iment of Missouri. 
In the short 
space of an hour thousands of peo­ 
ple hurried there, the only notifi­ 
cation they had the fate well p arty 
would be held was the blowing of 
whistles at the Dorn-Cloney laun­ 
dry, as announced in the Democrat 
Thursday and Friday, 
that 
this 
would bp the signal that orders for 
tile departure of our soldier boys 
had been received. 
This news came at 6:45 o’clock. 
Saturday evening. There was no 
other way to notify the public and 
the fact that the fires under the 
boilers had been permitted to burn 
low, leaving the plant without steam 
and necessitating firing up in order 
that sufficient steam to blow the 
whistle could be had, delayed giv­ 
ing' the signal and shortened the 
time that much more in apprising 
the public of the news 
In order to more completely rnv 
tify all of Sedalia, th** big whistle 
at the Missouri Pacific shops was 
brought into play and flew ten loud 
blasts. 
The organization of tile commit­ 
tees in charge was so perfect that 
every part and parcel of the plans 
worked to perfection. 
The street 
railway company, in its effort to 
handle the crowds, had all of its 
equipment under orders, with op­ 
erators at hand in fifteen minutes 
after the first blast. 
This in itself 
was an essential toward complet­ 
ing the arrangements. 
Thousands 
would have been disappointed had 
it not been for the foresight of 
Superintendent 
Richardson, 
who 
had 
transportation 
facilities 
at 
hand to meet the first crowd on 
their way to the park. 
The entertainment committee in 
charge of E. M. Rondure and W. 
TI. Malone, pulled the rest of the 
program over, so far as arranging 
for the speakers and the leadership 
of the community 
singing. 
The 
latter was in charge f Mrs. W. P. 
Steele. 
The band boys, who had 
been told to bold themselves in 
Headiness for the occasion and ro- 
I spond to the call of the whistle, 
were on time, and there was music 
in the air to greet the early com­ 
ers at the park. 
The park never 
held a more 
enthusiastic 
crowd, 
and all were patriotic. 
The services opened with an in­ 
vention by Rev. C. H. Briggs, in 
which he asked for the g u id a n c e 
' and bel]) of the Almighty hand to

“It is a flag which will be tin* 
guiding symbol to lead our boys

Frank Dunlap, 
aged 
35 years,^ 
was instantly killed 
Friday night 
about 9:10 o’clock when a street 
car driven by Motorman-Conductor 
P. H. Brown, struck him, throwing 
him to the pavement. The accident 
occurred at Third and Mill streets. 
According to eyewitnesses, Dun­ 
lap was walking 
with 
two other 
men as they started to cross Third 
where Mill street joins. These two 
men stopped when they saw the 
approaching car, 
but 
Dunlap 
at­ 
tempted to cross in front of ii. He 
had almost gotten across the track 
when he was struck. 
It 
is 
not 
known w hether the blow struck 
by the car or the fall to the street 
caused his death. 
The two com­ 
panions of Dunlap are reported I) 
have gone to St. Louis, where they 
are employed. 
Dr. \Y. T. Walsh was summoned 
to the scene of the accident, but 
the injured man was dead before 
his arrival. Dunlap’s body was tak­ 
en into Haller’s cafe and later r e ­ 
moved to the McLaughlin under­ 
taking parlors. 
A coroner’s 
inquest, 
with Pro­ 
bate Judge E. W. Couey acting as 
coroner was held in the probate 
court room of the court house on 
Saturday afternoon. The jury, com­ 
posed of Lon V. Ware, John Tur­ 
ner, F. F. Combs, G. B. Cook, John 
Stewart and Clay Thornton, was 
taken to the morgue and viewed 
the remains. 
After 
hearing evi­ 
dence at the inquest a verdict was 
given that death resulted from be­ 
ing hit by a street car. 
At the inquest 
Dr. 
Walsh w*a§ 
first on the wetness stand. 
He 
testified that Dunlap’s death was 
due to a 
fractured 
skull, which 
was inflicted at the base of 
the 
brain. 
J. E. Walker, an engineer for the 
Missouri Pacific 
out of Jefferson 
City, who was an eye witness to 
the accident, was then placed on 
the stand. 
He 
told the jury of 
hearing a thud just after he cross­ 
ed the car tracks and upon looking 
around saw 
Dunlap 
fall 
to the 
pavement. He was first to the aid 
of the injured man. 
Motorman Brown was then plac­ 
ed on the witness stand and told 
the following story: “I noticed the 
three men 
starting 
to cross the 
street and began to ring the bell. 
Two of I he men stopped, but the 
third, who was Dunlap, continued 
to cross the tracks. As he neared 
the tracks he turned and looked at 
me. I set the airbrakes, 
but was 
unable to stop tjie car before it 
struck him.” 
Robert Neely and Walter Hail­ 
er, who arrived at the scene im­ 
mediately after the accident, were 
placed on the witness 
stand and 
told what 
they 
knew* concerning 
the death. 
The deceased was employed by 
the Jack Cole Construction Co., 
and was on his way to the Katy 
station to catch a train for 
St. 
Louis. He was 
a 
son of the late 
Mathew' Dunlap, 
and 
is survived 
bv tw'o brothers and two sisters. 
They are: C. R. Dunlap and W. J. 
Dunlap, both of Sedalia; Mrs. J 
F. Scally, also 
of 
this city, and 
Mrs. R. J. Sullivan, of Jefferson 
City. Besides these, 
his mother, 
Mis. E. J. 
Dunlap, 
of Jefferson 
City, survives. 
The funeral will be held at St.

I he machine gun company and 
Company I) of the Sixth regiment, 
together 
with 
all 
national guard 
units in the state of Missouri have 
been mustered into federal service, 
lea\ing Pettis county and the state 
without any protection other than 
that given by the civil authorities 
and such home guard units as may 
be organized. 
All good, able-bodied citizens over 
IS years of age who are not called 
in the first draft, or who may be 
exempted 
therefrom, 
are eligible 
for service, no medical examination 
being required. 
This movement is taken upon in­ 
structions from the governor, aud 
the organizations are mustered into 
service under a special statute cov­ 
ering tile present 
condition, 
and 
members of home guard organiza­ 
tions lite automatically discharged 
from the service upon the return to 
the state of 
the 
present 
forces 
which have been taken 
into 
the 
federal service. 
Any 
member 
of 
the organization moving from the 
city, upon application, will be giv­ 
en an honorable discharge, and any 
one called into federal service, or 
desiring to enter such service, will 
be r< leased. 
The 
people 
should 
understand 
that this is purely a local organiza­ 
tion to assist the civil forces in en­ 
forcing the laws and i>rotecting our 
homes md property in any emer­ 
gencies which might arise. 
The Pettis county council of na­ 
tional defense, w hich was appointed 
by the governor, is authorized to 
complete 
these 
organizations 
iii 
this county, and every male citizen 
of good character of the age of 18 
years and over, is requested to en­ 
roll as a member of this organiza­ 
tion. 
Col. H. C. Demuth has been ap­ 
pointed chairman ot the organiza­ 
tion committee by the Pettis coun­ 
ty council qf national defense, and 
any information desired will be fur­ 
nished by him or by W. P. Kimber- 
lin, secretary of said council. 
It is incumbent upon the men of 
Sedalia to enroll in the home guard 
organization immediately. The slate 
militia has been taken into federal 
service and will soon 
leave 
the 
state. 
It is 
absolutely 
necessary 
that sufficient organized forces be 
located here to protect the public 
utilities, factories and other busi­ 
ness properties as well as private 
homes and property from any law­ 
less forces from without that might 
choose to come here. 
It has already been demonstrated 
that public utilities, 
bridges 
and 
railway connections must have pro­ 
tection from dynamiters and incen­ 
diaries, paid agents of the forces 
that are now arrayed against the 
world. The hired destroyers do not 
hesitate at destroying any sort of 
property that is necessary to the 
conduct of the commercial business 
of the country, and while Sedalia 
has so far been fortunate enough to 
escape the attention of such men, 
that does not insure us against any 
depredations in the future. 
Pollution or destruction 
of 
the 
city’s water supply might result in 
wholesale illness or deaths 
or 
a 
conflagration that would wipe out 
a large portion of the city. 
These 
contingencies 
must 
be 
guarded against, as well as com­ 
batted when they occur 
and 
the 
best insurance against such occur­ 
rences is an organized and armed 
force of men, ready for call on the 
shortest notice. 
Sedalia 
must 
either organize a 
home guard or admit that the peo­ 
ple of the town who already are not 
taking some active 
part 
in 
the 
present war are totally lacking in 
the patriotism and not entitled to 
any sort of protection whatsoever.

British Front in France and Bel­ 
gium, Aug. l l . — Field Marshal Sir 
Ikmglas Haig’s forces at daybreak 
yesterday attacked 
and 
captured 
virtually all the German forward 
positions east of the Belgian towr 
of Hooge in the battle front be 
tween Frezenburg and the Ypres- 
Menin road. 
The assaulting forces gained vir­ 
tually all their objectives 
to 
the 
depth of several hundred yards in 
the first rush. 
The German defenses 
stiffened 
after the initial onslaught and hea 
vv fighting developed at places, blit 
at the latest reports 
the 
British 
were holding their new line strong­ 
ly. 
This section of the front w'as the 
scene of some of the hardest fight­ 
ing on the first day of the battle 
in Flanders. 
South of Westhoek, 
the terrain is marshy in places, and 
in the wooded section the Germans 
had strengthened their positions by 
constructing deep dugouts. 
These 
obstacles, however, did not deter 
the onward rush 
of

British 
troops. 
The British troops forged forward 
in the wake of a protecting barrage 
from their artillery and achieved 
much of their objectives in a re­ 
markably short space of time.

The article was sent Mr Good­ 
win by his brother, O. D. Goodwin, 
of Ashwood, N. Y.f and tells of the 
heating value of straw' and of the 
process evolved by George Harri­ 
son and Robert D. MacLaurin, '.lie 
former cf Moose Jaw, Saskatche­ 
wan, Canada, and the latter head 
of the department of chemistry ai 
Saskatchewan university. 
The process requirer first the 
straw be haled, not too large to 
handle easily. 
The retort, for gas 
consists of three

cylinders 
made of highly refined steel sot up 
in the usual

to take over the whole 1917 wheat 
harvest if necessary to conserve 
the supply, obtain just prices for 
A m erica's fighting force's and their 
allies and reduce costs to the gen­ 
eral public in the United States. 
Establishing of buying agencies 
at all the principal term inals, Ii 
censing of elevators and mills, the 
fixing of a price to he considered 
fair, regulation of the middle man 
and o fgrain exchanges, with the 
elimination of trading 
in futures, 
are the chief features of the plan. 
Tho licensing will begin Sept. I. 
The minimum price of wheat fix­ 
ed by congress does 
not become 
effective until next year, but the 
adm inistration 
proposes 
to exer­ 
c i s e a very thorough control over 
this y e a r’s 
crop 
through powers 
conferred under the food and ex­ 
port control bills.
